Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dugan et al. (US 
Publication 2005/0021713 Al). 

Regarding claim 1, Dugan teaches a digital codeless telephone that uses a 
public telephone network, wherein: 

a transmitter calls a receiver by means of a message that has a group 
identification code for direct communication between personal stations and a 
waiting mode change request information (0384, 0397); and 
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the receiver changes the waiting mode according to the message, whereby 
the receiver is made to prepare for receiving (0384, 0397). 

Regarding claim 2, Dugan teaches a digital codeless telephone as claimed in 
claim 1, wherein a called party subaddress or a calling party subaddress is 
used as the message (0384, 0389). 

Regarding claim 3, Dugan teaches a digital codeless telephone that uses a 
public telephone network, wherein: 

a transmitter calls a receiver by means of a message that has a group 
identification code for direct communication between personal stations (0384, 
0397) ; and 

the receiver holds the group identification code for direct 
communication between the personal stations, whereby a direct communication 
between cordless hand sets is registered (0384, 0397) . 

Conclusion
